Updating site identification process

e The map spatially analyses both the number and severity of 
collisions to identify potential sites, at a Local Authority level, that 
meet the specified site criteria. 


Site Criteria 


Potential sites up to 1km Potential sites greater than 1km Potential red-light sites 





7 points per km 7 points per km 6 points from stop line 
to 25m beyond junction 


Fatal collision = 3 points 
Serious collision = 2 points 
Slight collision = 1 point 


Map production 


e Existing safety camera sites and enforcement locations are 
displayed on the 2017 map following user feedback. 
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Challenges 


Challenge: Data quality 


Resolution: Piloted a 3 week data validation 
period for respective local authorities. Resulted 
in an increase in the number of collisions 
plotted. 


Challenge: Support from Local Authorities 


Resolution: Strong emphasis on the map 
complementing the work already being 
undertaken by local authorities.
